been engaged in a hitter feud with his 
brutal commander, and surrounded by 
the strifes and dissensions of the crew. 


In a moment of blind and desperate, 


longing to escape from all this strife. 
Selkirk asked to be left behind, with his 
sitinty effects, upon the island. 


Jiut no sooner had his request been 


granted, and the ship about to hoist an- 
chor, than ,1 full sense of his folly and 
[he maddening realization of his desola- 
Jon and peril came over him, and he 
rir-d and entreated with outstretched 
liands to he taken aboard.

tive says that he even rushed into the 
sea as far as he could go, and stood gaz- 
nff out after the retreating ship until 
lie darkness began to rottlc down about 


the solitude of his peaceful isle. 


Not all of his rambles, however, were 


entirely solitary. He occasionally fell ir 
with a lass who was tending her moth- 
er's cow. and finally fell in love with her, 
and persuadf-d her to go with him, 
secretly, to London, where it is supposed 
they lived together until her death.

THK MKKTIXC WITH MOSBY. 


"Soon after entering Ashby's Gap, a 


halt was made, and there we met John 
S. Alosby. the recent United States 
Consul to Hong Kong. He asked my i hanged 
name ami command : and when I stated j MosbyV 
that I belonged to the Michigan Cav- 
alry Brigade, he said that was Custer's 
Brigade. 
My reply was that it had 


been until recently.'when General Cus- 
ter took command of the Third Cavalry 
Division. 
He accused me of being 


vita Custei- when he had hanged and 
shot some of Mosby's men at Front 
Hoyai, and when I entered a denial he 
said that he had a little account to settle 
with General Custer. Private 1'routy, 
of the Seventh Michigan Cavalry, in- 
formed me that Mosby had spoken to 
him and said he intene^l to hang him. 
The man seemed to be extremely de- 
jected, and his recital was not'alto- 
gether inspiriting to us. The poor 
fellow, who was young, was one of the 
number put to 'death two days later. 
We were impressed that a hanging 
entertainment vas in store for us. 


While prisoners in a barn at night, 


tenant IMssomay and asked him if he 
was a MiKon. lie replied in the af- 
firmative, and immediately efforts v/ere 
made for his release, which proved 
successful. 


"The scene of the hanging was near 


the ISerryville turnpike, where the 
bodies of the men were found by tho 
Union tn.-ops within the Federal lines. 
The executioners weredrunk and made 
a horrible job of it. They began by 
tying one end of a rope around a sol- 


; dier's neck, throwing tho other end 


over the limb of a tree and drawing 


: hmi up. 
The feet of the victims were 


left so close to the ground that their 


i toes dug holes in the earth in their 
j death struggles. 
After the job was 


finished the rangers placed a placard 
on one of (lie bodi -s, informing (ieneral 
Sheridan, with much flourish of words 
and phraseology, that these men wore 


in retaliation 
for seven of 


men killed by General Cus- 


ter's orders, 'measure for measure.' 
that he 'would raise the black Hag.' 
etc. I made my escape, and disguised 
as a negro managed to re-enter the 
Union lines."

DR. TALMAGE CONTINUES HIS 
SERMON ON THE HOLY LAND. 


Tho Koa.ls i:p the 
Cliff and Over tht< 


.Mountains —Itoblievs oil tho AVii.v—The 
Israelites Keturniug to Their Ancient 
Laud. 
Dr. Talmagc is continuing in tho 


Brooklyn Academy of .Musk- his series 
"f sermons on his remit journey to the 
Holy Land and adjoining countries. The 
subject of his second sermon was, '-My 
Second Day in Palestine.'' 
Aftor the 


reading of the Scripture and two hearty 
songs of worship l>y the congregation 
the preacher announced as his text: 
tialatiaiui i, ls\ ••] wont up to Jerusa- 
lem." 


My second day in the Holy Land. We 


are in Jop]>a. It is 0 o'clock in the 
morning, hut we must start early, for by 
night we are to he in .leru<uiem; and 
that city is forty-one miles away. We 
may take camel or horse or carriaite. As 
to-day will be our !a-l opportunity in Pal- 
estine for taking the wheel, we choose 
that. The horse-, with harness tasseled 
a.'id jini.'!i!ig, are hitched, and with a 
dragoman ii; coat of many colors seated 
•n front wu start on a road which un- 
veils within twelve hours enough to 
think of for all ti::ie and eternity. Fare- 
well, 
.Mediterranean, with " such 
a 


blue as no 
one 
hut 
the 
divine 


Chemist could mix, and such a fire of 
morning glow as only the divine Illumi- 
nator could kindle! flail: mountains of 
Ephraim and Juda, whose ramparts of 
rock wo shall mount in a few hours; for 
modern engineers can make a road any- 
where, and without piling Ossa upon 
1'elion 
those 
giants 
can scale 
the 


heavens. 


U'e start out of the city amid barri- 


cades of cactus on either side. 
Not 


cacti ii: boxes two or three feet hiirh, but 
cactus higher than the top of the car- 
riage—a plant that has more swords for 
defense, 
considering 
the 
amount of 


beauty it can exhibit, than anything 
created. We passed out amid about 
four hundred gardens, seven or eight 
acres to the garden, from which at the 
right seasons 
are 
plucked 
oranges, 


lemons, tigs, olives, citron, and pome- 
granate, and which hold up their censers 
of perfume before the Lord in perpetual 
praise. 
We meet great processions of 


camels loaded with kegs of oil and with 
fruits, and some wealthy Mohammedan 
with 
four 
wives—three 
too many. 


The camel is a 
proud, 
mysterious, 


solemn, 
ancient, 
ungainly, majestic, 


and ridiculous shape, stalking out of 
the past. The driver with ins whip 
taps the came! on the fore leg. and 
he kneels to take you as a "rider. 
But when he rises hold fast or you will 
fall off backward as he puts his "fore feet 
in standing posture, and then you will 
fall off in front as his. back legs take their 
place. 
Hut the inhabitants are used to 


his ways, although 1 find the riders often 
dismount and walk, as though to rest 
themselves. Better stand out of the 
path of the camel—he stops for nothin g 
and seems not to look down; and in the 
street I saw a child by the stroke of a 
camel's front foot hurled seven or eight! 
feet along the ground. 


Here we met people with faces and 


arms and hands tattooed, as in all lands 
sailors tattoo their arms with some fa- 
vorite ship or admired face. It was to 
this habit of tattooing among the ori- 
intals that God refers in a figure, when 
He says of His church, "I have graven 
thee on the palms of my hands.'1 


Many of these regions are naturally 


sandy, but by irrigation they are made 
fruitful, as in this irrigation'thc brooks 
and rivers arc turned this way and that 
to water the gardens or farms, so the 
Bible says. "The King's heart is in the 
hands of the Lord, and He turncth it as 
the rivers of water are turned whither- 
soever He will." 


As we pass out and on we find about 


eight hundred acres belonging to the 
Universal Jsraelitish alliance. Monte- 
fiore, the Israclitish centenarian and 
philanthropist, and 
Rothschild, 
the 


banker, and others of the large hearted 
have paid the passage to Palestine for 
many of the Israelites, and set apart 
lauds for thnir culture, and it is only a 
beginning of the 
fulfillment of divine 


lands, except those in which the gospel 
of Jesus Christ makes her a ijueen. And 
yet in Christian countries there are wo- 
men posing as skeptics, and men with 
family deriding the only region that 
make-.-acred and honorable ;!ir names 
01 w if... mother, (la'iirht.-r and sNtcr.

It is 
one of the painful things in experience 
that effort is often defeated by these 
small, purely persona!, and often mo- 
mentary feelings, which are generally 
unintelligent and unwise. 
Life would 


be freed irom some of its most painful 
features if men always acted to each 
other on a basis of real justice and in- 
telligence, and left their small personal 
feelings and prejudices out of sight. 


If you wistfto see things clearly, and 


to be just with your fellow-men, keep 
clear of the fumes of vanity and the 
thick atmosphere of mere personal feel- 
ing. 
Make it a rule to see what a man 


is and does, and to value him by these 
things. A person may be very distaste- 
ful to us' and yet be eminently useful 
and successful in the world.—Cliristian 
Advocate.

He gave no hint 
of them, but blessed the Lord for good- 
ness and mercy. So do the children of 
the King. Such is the power of grace. 
Magnify it. 


Concerning "Honest Heller." 


It is alleged by some that it matters 


not what a man believes if he is only 
sincere, writes the Rev. Robert F. 
Sample in the Homileiic lieview. This 
judgment may be prompted by a mis- 
taken charity, or it may be the sugges- 
tion of hostility to the truth. But, 
whatever its source, it expresses a great 
fallacy. 
The Scriptures teach that 


there is a close relation between doc- 
trinal beliefs and right living. As a 
man "thinke'h in his heart so is he." 
The belief of truth is vitally important. 
The belief of- error is destructive of 
every interest it touches. The gravity 
of the result will be graduated by the 
significance and relations of tha things 
believed. Let us consider tho proposi- 
tion that sincerity in belief is sufficient. 
But the first of all we have some con- 
sessions to make. Charitable judgment 
is consistent with devotion'to truth, and 
is required by it. Sincerity is essential. 
An honest belief, the result of disingen- 
uous inquiry, challenges our admira- 
tion, though we may not accord with it. 
Our Lord recognizes the value of a sin- 
cere disposition to know the truth aud 
to obey it. and often apologizes for our 
failures while we condemn ourselves. 
"The spirit is willing, but the flesh is 
•weak." We also concede that a dis- 
tinction is to be made between truths 
•which 
are 
fundamental 
and those 


which are not. Luther and Zwingle 
did not agree as to the Lord's Supper; 
Calvin and Arminius as'ito Divine sov- 
ereignty nnd the effectual operations of 
grace; and many have differed as to tue 
mode aud subjects of baptism; as to 
ministerial ordination, whether it was 
by bishops in an apostolic succession or 
by presbyters; as to psalmody 
and 


liturgical worshiu and kindred subjects, 
and yet all of them have believed in 
Christ as the only Redeemer. There 
are differences in doctrinal views which 
do not touch the vital centers of a re- 
ligious belief. And oven iwhen beliefs 
are formulated in statements which ap- 
pear wholly variant, the beliefs them- 
selves may be identical. Presbyterians 
and Methodists are more in accord as to 
their doctrinal beliefs than many sup- 
pose. On their knees they speak the 
same language and magnify the same 
sovereign grace, while they alike recog- 
\ . 
nizo personal accountability to God. 
Truth is exceedingly high and broad. 
Christians contemplate it from different 
points of observation, and so the entire 
system is better conserved while the dis- 
agreements are only apparent. We 
sliotild'Attend our spiritual commerce, 
and by interchange of thought enlarge 
both our knowledge and our hearts.

It is a fact to be deplored that our 


. native composers in searching for poems 
i to set to music almost always turn to 
the domain of foreicm literature, says 
ti:e Boston Mnx/cal llvral'l. \Theu 
the poems of the Ilosettis, of.Jean Inge- 
low, of of Kingsloy are used the result 
is not a bad one, provided that the com- 
poser has some degree of the divine 
atilatus himself; but when the poems of 
Heine or Goethe are set by American 
| composers a double fault results. In 
the first place, at the nest, the English 
' words are but a translation, and have 
not the power of the German originals; 
and, secondly, by using these subjects' 
composers come into direct competition 
with the giants of the Lied—Schubert, 
Schumann and Fraux, and the result 
cannot be in favor of the cis-Atlantic 
musician. 


There is another weightier objection 


behind, however; if we are ever to have 
a true school of American music, we 
must begin by setting the works of the 
American poets. There is no scarcity 
of material; Longfellow, "\Vhittier, Paul 
Hayne, Sidney Lanier, Celia Tliaxter. 
and a liost of others have 
furnished 


poems that no composer can aii'ord to 
disdain. The English have been before 
us in a field that should have been pe- 
culiarly our own, and Longfellow has 
been recognized in Great Uruian as a 
gold mine for great composers. If 
Americans begin in this field, it would 
be well that they should give preference 
also to American subjects, for of these, 
too, there is an abundance. "The 
Wreck of the Herperus" is a thoroughly 
American subject, so is "Skipper Ire- 
son's Hide," so is "Hiawatha," so is 
"The Wreck of the Palatine," and many 
more could be instantly mentioned. 
Can it be that American composers do 
not read the poetry of their native land? 
The omission should be at once recti- 
fied, for it will be the most important 
step toward establishing a National 
school of music.

tor for I'ndt! Sam's curriers. 


Over r,,i«i<i,oiM) pieces are annually ro- 


coivo.i at the I>,-;!•! Letter Office in Wash- 
ington bv reason of in.-orrccl or unintel- 
ligible uildress. insiiilicient postage or 
insecure wrapi/iii;;. 


This is a daily average of over twenty 


thousand hieoes. 


Matter sent to tho Dead Loiter Office, 


which cunnoi In- delivered to the person 
addressed, is required to be opened in its 
treatment for the ijurni/se of reUP'ii to 
ihn sender. 


Letters opened and found t.> contain 


any inclosure of obvious value are en- 
tered upon proper records, and, of such, 
those which do not disclose snllioient in- 
formation to onab|e them to lie returned 
are filed, subject to reclamation. 


Packages and parcels ai'o recorded, 


and if not claimed within two years they 
arc disposed of at public auction and the 
proceeds covered into the United States 
Treasury. 


Of the unclaimed and undelivered mail 


matter received at the dead letter ottiro 
during the past, lineal year, four hundred 
and fifty-one thousand were, letters mis- 
directed, ,or only partially addressed, 
while twenty-four thousand wore entirely 
blank. Among the latter were frequently 
found the correspondence of business 
men, of which a large portion contained 
inolosnres of money, drafts, checks, etc. 


Xiiiety-1'ii.'ht thousand wore letters of 


domestic addresses, "held for postaeo." 


One hundred and sixty-one thousand 


were mainly addressed to persoi;_: in care 
of hotel;;. 


Forty-two thousand were letters to fic- 


titious addresses, and principally corres- 
pondence relating to what is known as 
'•green goods"' or "?aw dust" swindles, 
etc. 


Eighty thousand were, parcels of mer- 


chandise, books, clothing, noodle-work, 
jewelry, etc.. many of which were mis- 
directed, while others wore without 
wrapper. 


Twenty-eight 
thousand 
contained 


money amounting in all to 54$.04:.'. 


Four thousand had enclosures of postal 


notes in small sums under 35, aggregat- 
ing S3.3UO.. 


Twenty-seven thousand were found to 


contain drafts, chocks, notes, commer- 
cial paper, etc., in tho sum of 51,471.871. 


Forty-two thousand contained photo- 


graphs, one thousand contained articles 
'forbidden to bo transmitted through tho 
mails: and eleven thousand upon being 
opened were found to contain lottery 
tickets, which, arc declared iinmailable 


One hundred and sixty-two thousand 


contained postage stamps. 


Five hundred and thirty-one thousand 


wore letters, and forty-one thousand par- 
cels of printed matter, samples, etc., 
which had been mailed in foreign coun- 
tries. 


Misdirection, incorrect, illegible and 


deficient address arc given as leading 
causes which occasion the failure of mail 
matter to reach its proper destination. 


Mail matter should be plainly and cor- 


rectly addressed, the nainu of tho post- 
ollice to which it is to be sent should bo 
clearly and distinctly stated, and tho 
name of the State given In full. 
In tho 


ease of mail addressed to small offices, 
tho name of the, county should be added. 


Too much rare cannot be exercised in 


addressing mail matter clearly, plainly, 
and correctly. 


Letters addressed to persons tempora- 


rily sojourning in a city where the letter- 
carrier system is in operation should 
be marked "Transient" or "General 
Delivery," if not addressed to a street 
and number. 


The name and address of tho sender, 


should bo placed upon the upper left- 
hand corner of the envelope. 


This will secure its immediate, return 


to the sender from the mailing office, for 
correction if improperly addressed, in- 
sufficiently paid, or otherwise defective. 


Letters and all other matter mailed, so 


marked with the name and address of. 
the sender, arc not sent to the Dead Let- 
ter Oflicc, but are returnable to the sender 
directly. 


The above suggestions in respect to 


tho return of unclaimed mail matter, re- 
fers only to letters and other mail matter 
upon which full letter postage has been 
paid. 


Packages and all matter mailed at less 


than letter rates of postage, should, in 
addition to the name and address of the 
sender, bear in connection therewith a 
request for its return in the event of 
non-delivery, in which case it is return- 
able to the sender from the postofiico ad- 
dressed, charged with return postage. 


All matter mailablo at less than letter 


rates of postage must be so wrapped 
or 
inclosed 
that 
it 
can 


bo readily examined without, destroying 
the wrapper; otherwise it is subject to 
letter postage. 


A large portion of tho. packages sent 


to the Dead Letter Office are addressed 
to foreign countries. 


In mailing packages addressed to for- 


eign countries, care should be taken to 
ascertain whether they are prohibited 
from transmission to 
the country of 


destination, or can only bo forwarded 
when tho postage is fully prepaid at for- 
eign letter rates—5 cents per half ounce. 


Persons desiring to mail matter other 


than letters to foreign countries should 
Consult their postmasters, who are en- 
abled to give proper information. 


All valuable matter to bo sent by mail 


should bo registered. 
Money should bo 


sent by money order or registered letter. 


Proprietors of hotels should omit the 


return request from envelopes supplied 
to guests; and guests using envelopes 
thus furnished, should designate what 
disposal should bn made of letters sent 
by them in case of non-delivery. 


On mail matter to foreign countries, 


especially Canada and Knghnd.jin which 
many postollk'os have the same name as 
offices in the United States, the name of 
tho country, as well as the postolTice, 
should be given in full. 


In sending' packages and parcels by- 


mail, the address should be placed on the, 
article inclosed as well as on tho wrap- 
per. 


While the oMlciency of 
f ho postal sys- 


tem and service has attained a high stan- 
dard, tho public may materially aid in 
the fuller and more complete delivery of 
its mail matter, or the prompt return 
of the same, to tho sender in cases where 
delivery from any cause cannot bo ef- 
fected, if tho foregoing suggestions are 
conformed to.

mint, lu ITU-', until 1834.

Hut, 
whatever its source, it oxprowwa great 
fallacy. 
Tim Scripture* teach that 


there is a clow relation between doc- 
trinal beliefs ami right living. Asa 
tnan "thinkcth in his heart so is lie." 
Tbo beliof of truth is vitally Imiwrtant. 
The belief of- error fa dostruotivo of 
•very interest it touches. The gravity 
of the result will t>o graduated by thu 
•ignlflcAnco and relations of tha tilings 
believed. Lot us consider tho proposi- 
tion that sincerity in belief ii sufficient. 
But tho flrnt of all we have some con- 
MSAious to mnke. Charitable judgment 
it consistent with devotion'to truth, and 
is required by it 
Sincerity Is essential. 


An honest belief, tho result of disingen- 
uous inquiry, challenges our* admira- 
tion, though we may not accord with it 
Our Lord recognizes the value of a sin- 
cere disposition to know the truth and 
to obey it, and often apologizes for our 
failures while we> condemn ourselves. 
"The spirit is willing, but the flesh is 
weak." We also concede that a dis- 
tinction ia to be made between truths 
•which 
aro 
fundamental and those 


which are not . Luther and Zwingle 
did not agree as to the Lord's Supper; 
Calvin and Armimus aajto Divine sov- 
ereignty and the effectual operations of 
grace; and many have differed as to tue 
mode and subjects of baptism; .as to 
ministerial ordination, whcther-itr-was 
by bishops in an apostolic succession or 
by presbyters; as to psalmody - anil 
liturgical worship nhd kindred subjects, 
and yet all of them have .believed in 
Christ its the only Redeemer. There 
are differences in doctrinal views which 
do cot tonch the vital centers of a re- 
ligious belief. And oven iwhen beliefs 
are formulated in statements' which ap- 
pear wholly variant, the beliefs them- 


. selves may be identical. Presbyterians 


and Methodists are more in accord as to 
their doctrinal beliefs than manv sup- 
pose. On their knees they speak the 
same language and magnify the samo 
sovereign grace, while thev alike recog- 
nize personal accountability to God. 
Truth is exceedingly high and broad. 
Christians contemplate it from different 


. points of observation, and so the entire 


system is better conserved while the dis- 
agreements are only apparent. We 
should 'ditend our spiritual commerce, 
and by interchange of thought enlarge 
both our knowledge and our hearts.

Schumann and Franz, and the result 
cannot be in favor of tlie cis-Atlaotic 
mmiciau. 


Theru is auother weightier objection 


behind, however; if we are ever to have 
a true school of American music, we 
must begia by setting the works of the 
American poet?. There is no scarcity 
of material; Longfellow, Whittier, Paul 
Hayne, Sidney Lauier, Celia Thnxter. 
and a host of others have furnished 
poems that no composer can afford to 
disdain. The English have boon before 
us in a Held that should have been pe- 
culiarly our own, and Longfellow has 
been recognized in Great Italian as a 
gold mine for great composers. If 
Americana begin in this field, it would 
be well that they should give preference 
also to American subjects, for of these, 
too, there is an abundance. "Tho 
Wreck of the Herperns" is a thoroughly 
American subject, BO is "Skipper Ire- 
eon's Hide," so is "Hiawatha," so is 
"The Wreck of the Palatine," and many 
more could be instantly mentioned. 
Can it be that American "composers do 
not read the poetry of their native land ? 
The omission should be at once recti- 
fied, for it will be the inoat important 
step toward establishing a National 
school of music.
